The  “inevitable”  debate  between 
Hyrum  Andrus  and  Dr.  J.D.  Wil- 
liams was  Thursday  night.  The 
question:  “Latter-day  Saints  are 
bound  by  historical  and  theological 
precedents  to  support  statements 
I by  the  prophets  on  political  issues.” 

Dr.  Andrus  supporting  the  af- 
firmative said  a prophet  has  a 
calling  from  God,  as  being  presi- 
dent by  the  voice  of  the  people.

All 
bearers  of  the  Melchizedik  Priest- 
hood are  ordained  to  become 
priests  and  kings.  The  prophet  is 
above  church  and  state. 

THEOCRACY  TO  COME 

Dr.  Andrus  concluded  that  even- 
tually a theocracy  would  be  estab- 
lished on  this  earth  and  until  then 
the  Church  would  “not  be  worth 
its  salt.”  if  it  did  not  take  a stand 
on  issues  of  political,  spiritual  and 
; moral  influence. 

Dr.  Williams  agreed  Church  lead- 
ers do  have  the  right  to  speak  out 
as  citizens  on  political  matters, 
but  felt  they  should  follow  guide- 
lines he  outlined  in  five  steps: 

•There  is  a theocratic  as  well 
as  non-theocratic  side  of  the 
Church.  “Render  unto  Caesar  that 
which  is  Caesar’s.” 

• God  is  not  partisan  in  very 
many  political  issues. 

• Church  leaders  “have  exhib- 
ited a lack  of  divine  wisdom  in

DISNEY  TEAM  MAN 

Although  he  has  a personality 
which  is  his  alone.  Hibbler  (who 
wears  a moustache  similar  to 
'Walt  Disney’s)  seems  to  mirror 
much  of  what  the  creator  of  Mick- 
ey Mouse  and  Donald  Duck  rep- 
resented. During  Thursday’s  for- 
um he  said:  “We  at  Disney  were 
sad  when  Walt  left  us  but  he 
built  around  him  a team  which 
absorbed  much  of  his  ideals  and 
aspirations.

The  pro  football  club’s  nation- 
wide search  for  potential  place- 
kickers  and  punters  brings  the 
Cowboy  group,  led  by  all-time  kick- 
ing great  Ben  Agajanian,  to  Ute 
Stadium  at  9 a.m.,  Wednesday, 
Apr.  5,  for  an  open  tryout. 

Agajanian,  assisted  by  staff  per- 
sonnel from  the  Cowboys,  will  put 
candidates  through  tests,  looking 
for  signs  of  kicking  potential. 

“We  are  not  necessarily  looking 
for  polished  kickers,”  says  Gil 
Brandt,  Director  of  Player  Per- 
sonnel for  the  Cowboys.  “What  we 
want  to  see  are  men  with  strong 
legs  and  enough  potential  for  our 
staff  to  develop.  Naturally,  any 
person  trying  out  must  be  eligible 
to  sign  a National  Football  League 
player  contract.” 

The  Cowboys,  NFL  Eastern  Con- 
ference champions  last  season, 
have  long  been  successful  in  finding 
football  players  in  unusual  ways.
